„However, I have found myself handi- 
capped by the present tax system. Under 
this system, which cannot be changed 
without the amendment of the constitu- 
tion, the burden of taxation falls most 
heavily upon the real estate owner. The 
man or the woman with the small home 
pays far more taxes than those far 
wealthier. Statistics show that at pres- 
ent real estate pays 70.16 of all the taxes 
levied, personal property 20.40, railroad 
property 8.64 per cent, and capital stock 
of corporations other than railroads, 110 
per cent. 

Another phase of the inequality of 
tax burdens is the complete escape from 
taxation of millions of dollars in in- 
tangible values. A new syetem of taxing 
intangible values will be made possble 
by adoption of the proposed amend- 
ment.”

Mistakes in Democratic Bill. 

The vital mistakes embodied in the 
bills brought forward by the Demo- 
cratic committees during the life of this 
adminisiration are: 

The administration policy ignores the 
marked changes in methods of trans- 
portation which have occurred in recent 
years. Until about the year 1000

Permanent 
facilities for loading and unloading 
with great rapidity were comparatively 
‘easy of construction. 

Water Level Is Factor. 

On the other hand, the variation of 
levels in rivers, due to high and low 
water, emounting in some instances to 
as much as seventy feet, rendered im- 
possible efficient equipment for load:-ng 
and unloading. As the result the charges 
for transfer between rail and water or 
water and rail became h. most instances 
relatively higher, so that the total cost 
of transportat:on was increased, al- 
though the ton mile rate of loaded 
freight had decreased considerably. 
Shippers began to prefer transporta- 
tion by rail, because of the greater se-, 
curity and promptness of delivery. Asa 
result r.vers, on which there had been 
large traffic, have been almost aban- 
doned, as freight carriers. 
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except in u css of coal coming in from 
the Ohio river, virtually disappeared. 


Use of Canals Declines. 
The canals of New York in 1873 car- 
ried 349-10. per cent of the total traffic 
handled in the entire state. In 1908 the 


‘| proportion had fallen to 39-10 per cent. 


Notwithstanding this marked decadence 


of maintenance. Appropriations were 
demanded for streams where

Peter J. Gaynor, a saloonkeeper at 4001 
West Twenty-sizth street, who testi- 
fied he paid $250 to obtain the restera- 
tion of his license, was held to the grand 
jury in $5,000 bonds by Chief Justice 
Harry Olson yesterday. He failed to 
find sureties and was sent to the county 
jail. 

Gaynor appeared on Friday as one of 
State’s Attorney Hoyne's witnesses at

His Memory Twisted. 

He ewore that after his license was re- 
voked, on Sept. 6, he had paid $250 to 
a man named John.“ whom he had 
seen only once before and whom he 
never has seen again. He declared he 
did not know John's surname nor 
where he lived. 

Confronted with Charles Vaverik, dep- 
uty oll inspector and Republican com- 
mitteeman in the Thirty-fourth ward, 
Gaynor had denied he had ever seen 
him. He denied he had _ circulated 
among his neighbors a petition which 
was produced in court by John J. Healy, 
Chief Healey's attorney, and which was 
signed with 200 names. He denied he 
ever had called at the city hall. 


Mayor Revokes License. 

Mayor Thompson revoked Gaynor’s 
saloon and café licenses immediately 
after the adjournment of court. The 
finishing touch to Gaynor’s personal 
tragedy came after a conference be- 
tween the mayor, Chief Healey, Attor- 
ney Healy, Corporation Counsel Bittel- 
son, and Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Howard O. Sprogle. 

“J will never consider restoring the 
license,” said Mayor Thompson. 

On the suggestion of Attorney Healy, 
however, the mayor declared he might 
be induced to restore the licenses if 
Gaynor tells him the truth about the 
whole matter and informs him who fu- 
duced; him to give false testimony in 
court. | 


A New Mystery. 

A new touch of mystery was added to 
the strange affair of Gaynor’s restored 
license when the saloonkeeper declared 
on the stand that he had given the peti- 
tion signed by his neighbors to the same 
man to whom he had paid the §25v.

Gaynor “Pleads Guilty.“ 

When recalled to the stand by Attor- 
ney Stefano, Gaynor admitted he had 
circulated the petition, that he had 
called on Mr. Vaverik, that he had vis- 
ited the mayor's office.

executive board came an invited com- 
mittee from the Society of Automobile 
Engineers, which has been at work for 
some tire on the subject of glaring 
headlights. While the engineers have 
not come to a finality upon all the de- 
taiis their spokesman supplied infor- 
mation which would seem to assure a 
complete answer in the comperatively 
near future. 

In the matter of right of way the con- 
sensus of the meeting was in favor of 
a plan which would provide that a ve- 
hicle give way on the right or on the 
left to an approaching vehicle, eliminat- 
ing any north-south versus east-west 
regulation or giving through traffic on 
the main arteries the advantage. In 
New Jersey and Maryland the state law 
now includes a right of way to vehicles 
approaching on the left. while in many 
states north-south traffic has precedence 
over that going in the other directions.

I shall tell the reader what 1 thought of 
Wilson in 1913 and what I think of him today. 
ye gomparison may be instructive, it will at least prove 
that | am no prophet. 
1 poling to translate for you an article about Wood- 
sow W which 1 wrote in March, 1918. and which was 
in the German magazine, Die Zukunft, on May

T is worth while to contemplate Wilson's pervona ity 
more closely. He began his career as a teacher of 
girls and it was no trifle to overcome the prejudice 
of the average American against the professor.’ But 
body who knows the orator and author Wilson will 

hell feel that he is no pedant. 1 ghould like to make 
the young gentlemen of the rising generation as unlike their 
fathers as possible.’ That was a daring word, outdone only 
by the German poet. Dehmel. who says: ‘If one day your 
old father should speak to you, my son, of 4 son's duty, 
don't obey him!’ 

“The man wLo knew early that he was born for public 
life (he published his first political essay at 22) and that.

Big Advance at Buenos Aires Is 
Main Factor—December 
Gorm Much Higher, 


A further edvance of 44%@5\c In prices 
for wheat at Buenos Aires,-making a net 
advance for two days of 11@13%c, 
caused a reversal of sentiment in the 
wheat market yesterday. Early there 
was selling on rumors of rains in Ar- 
gentina, but when the further advance 
et Buenos Aires was shown, it indicated 
the relief, if any, had been slight, and 
there was a rush to cover short sales. 


Commission houses were buyers on the 


break early. which was caused by locals 
selling mainly. With the slack taken out 
ef the market shorts found difficulty in 
covering. Resting prices were 1%@1%%c 
higher. The close was at about the best 
prices of the day. 


Cash Trade Improves at Close. 

The cash trade here was quiet, with 
sales of 20,000 bu. Offerings, however, 
were light. Omaha reported a lack of 
export bids, but according to late mes- 
gages eighteen loads were taken via the 
gulf, with English government in the 
market for wheat at the seaboard. The 
Argentine conditions are causing much 
concern abroaa, while tho weather con- 
ditions may cause a great delay in 
thrashing and marketing of wheat, leav- 
ing this country the main source of sup- 
ply for Europe. The reserve in this 
country now available for export and 
unsold is believed to be small. 

Receipts at western points were 1380. 
000 bu, against 2.933.000 bua year ago. 
Northwest receipts were 485 cars, 
against 1,631 cars a year ago, and Win- 
nipeg had 604 cars, aginst 1,819 cars. 
Clearances were moderate at 506,000 bu. 
Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 90,- 
000 bu for one day. Receipts in the west 
and southwest were much smaller than 
a year ago. 

December Corn Shorts Cover. 

Corn was weak early, but decidedly 
strong later. Clement-Curtis led the 
commission house selling ,early and 
were credited with selling over 2.000, 000 
bu. This selling was absorbed and 
later the market turned strong with 
general buying. Prices closed %c to 
2%ec higher, the December being decided- | 
ly strong. Buenos Aires was 2c higher, 
with a discouraging outlook for the new 
crop reported. These reports, with 
strong cash demand, caused buying and 
shorts covered freely. Receipts were 
&4 cars and primary arrivals were 402. 
000, against 478,000 bu a year ago. Ca- 
bles were 1%@2%4d higher. The export 
inquiry for corn is good, and new corn 
offerings, were reported noderate, al- 
though indications are for much better 
weather Cash sales were 20,000 bu. 
The demand was good, but there is little 
ecrn left for sale here. |
